Cut Hope Roil Service 


On May 1 we joined Texarkana in 


protesting a reported plan to move 
itSibig mail terminal to some point 
d&p in Texas, presumably .Dallas 
or Fort Worth. 


New factors that have come to 


light since that first editorial only 
strengthen our belief that relocation 
of the terminal would be about as 
damaging to Hope as to Texarkana. 
And the effect would be felt clear 
across Arkansas. 


It appears now that the railroads

blow to local mail and passenger I 
facilities, not to mention the jobs '\ 
of 20 or more trainmen.

crystal clear.

Now we are threatened not only' 


with-the loss of this gain — and itj 
benefitted letter-mail as much as 
ourselves — but with the further) 
nrospect of seeing Hope's incoming ] 


outgoing mail facilities on the 


'ssouri'Pacific main line cut to 


pieces.as the road drops trains to 
meet declining mail revenue. 


No one town or state can possibly 


stand in the way of progress, if it 
is progress we are talking about; 
but it is hard to imagine Texas her- 
self putting up with the backward 
step represented 
by the plan to 


relocate Texarkana's'mail terminal. 


The fact is that the terminal now 


dljMlributes in the most direct 
and 


speedy'' manner southbound mail 
to ;most .of the cities of Texas. This 
is. a geographic 
"natural," 
as' 


Texarkana is the gate city at which 
mail from the North and East first 
reaches Texas. But- if the. terminal 
is "moved to Dallas or Fort Worth 
then mail addressed to Texarkana 
and other east Texas points would 
have to clear the terminal and 
then double back 
to 
its destina- 


tion. And mail to Houston and south 
TJfxas points would be definitely 
delayed by the detour to Dallas or 
Fort Worth. 


All Arkansas, of course, would 


feel the loss of four daily mail and 
passenger trains on the Missouri 
Pacific.

State Peach 
Crop Smallest 
in Years 


LITTLE ROCK, , (UP) —Arkan- 


sas is in for a short peach crop 
and the strawberry crop will be 
the smallest since 1944, the State 
Crop 'reporting service said today. 


Miles McPeek, the agency's agri- 


cultural statistician, disclosed the 
following general crop picture: 


A short peach crop of 1,023,000 


bushels is in prospect for Arkan- 
sas, an indicated production 
of 


only 56 per cent of "the 1953 crop 
38 per cent of - the 10-year, aver- 
age, ,and the smallest since 1943. 


The strawberry erpp.. of 250,000 


crates is the "smallest1 since. 1944. 
Last year's crop aled 340,000 crat- 
es and the 10-year average was 
857,000 crates. 


The winter wheat crop is consi- 


derably down with a forecast of 
1,102,000 bushels as compared with 
last year's humper crop of 1,425 
000 bushels. The yield per acre 
is indicated at 19 bushels. 


Snap bean production is estimat- 


ed 
at 72,000 
bushels.sam 
e as 


last year. Cucumber production is 
up this year with a forecast of 
72,000 bushels compared to only 
56,000 bushels last year. 


Arkansas growers expect to har- 


vest 126,000 bushels of commercial 
early irish potatoes this year. The 
1953 
harvest 
totaled 
only 94,00 


bushels. The 10-year average 
is 


388,000 bushels. 


Both the spinach and water mel- 


on crops are down. The 1954 crop 
of fresh market ^spinach is estimat- 
ed at 135,000 bushels, against 136,- 
000 last year, 
and 
this year's 


watermelon acreage is placed at 
10,200 acres, against 12,00 acres 
last year.

American Revolution i a consider 
able number- ,of Frenchmen, fol- 
lowing LaFayette's example, came 
over here &s volunteer fighters for 
freedom. 


Many of these Gallic 
idealists, 


however, wer e sadly .disillusioned 
by the treatment they received in 
frontier America. They wrote long 
letters of complaint back home to 
their friends in Franee, the gist 
o fwhich was roughly as follows: 


"What a crude and ungrateful 


people these Americans are! Here 
we have crossed sn, ocean to help 
them fight for and win their lib- 
erty. 


"'And how do they show thair 
appreciation? These farmer 'pa- 
triots' refuse to give us hay foi 
our horses unless we pay in ad- 
vance. The American storekeeper 
are all robbers 
—every onem As 


soon as they find 
put we 
are 


French, they immediately do,ybJe 
the price on everything. They §eern 
tp think every Frenchman is a mtt-
